This is a time 
when all thoughtful men in America 
must stretch their powers to the ut- 
most to do those things which must be 
done.

You wil! see the 
end. The course of our programme 
must be soprodent that it will take 
two generations to finish it. The les- 
son of this election is a lesson of re- 
sponsibility.

LOCAL CHINESE PLAN FIRST EX. 
POSITION SHIP. 


A palatial turbine steamer, loaded 
with Chinese products, advertising 
literature in many tongues and miles 
of moving picture film, will const. 
tute the world’s first ship-exposition, 
if plans formulated by the Chinese 
Protective AssociAtion of Los An- 
geles are successful. The object is 
to carry information concerning 
China around the world: to head if 
possible, the ship-pageant through 
the Panama Canal, and to provide a 
unique Célestial exhibit in San Fran- 
cisco harbor during the exposition. 
The local Chinese submitted the 
idea to the International Merchants’ 
Association of . Hongkong and 
Shanghai several months ago. It was 
favorably received and an agitation 
was at once started in the Flowery 
Kingdom itself. The cost of purchase 
and maintenance of the ship, accord- 
ing to the plans of the Los Angeles 
association, will be borne partly by 
the Chinese government and partly 
by the chambers of commerce, manu-

The farm and city must 
be brought closer, together. Our postal 
Service must be extended, improved and 

The telephone must go inte... 
every farm home. The great telegraph aye | 
tems must be made to articulate with rural 
telephones. Distance between the farm 
and the city must be annihilated (the au- 
tomobile is a long step in that direction.) 
and the farmers must be given the same 
facilities af communication with the great 
commercial and industrial world that are 
enjoyed by the dwellers in our towns and 
cities. 

The farm must have better educational 
facilities. The country must have better 
schools. The boys and girls in the country 
must have enlarged educational advantages. 
They must be placed upon an equal footing 
with the boys and girls in the towns and 
cities. Inferior educational advantages is 
one of the drawbacks to country life. The 
absence of graded district schools contrib 
utes to the depopulation of our farms. 
Farmers are constantly deserting the farm 
to find better schools elsewhere. 

In the United States today we have 17 
813,852 boys and giris of school age. But 
in all our normal schools, colleges and un 
vergities there are but 308,146 students. 
Only 0.017 of our young people ever enter 
our higher institutions of learning. 

We have over 40,000 rural mail carriers, 
making daily trips through the rural dis- 
trict. This service must be extended un- 
til the daily mall reaches practically every 
one of our 6,400,000 farm bomes. The rural 
mall service must be made an instrument 
for the extension of our rural commerce. 
Our rural mafl carriers must be utilised to 
develop trade, transportation, business, 
commerce, communication, intercourse and 
travel between the city and the country. 

A larger service at proper rates in the 
rural districts must be exacted of those 
public service contractors the great ex- 
press companies. These companies must 
be made to serve in a much larger way 
the needs of the 6,400,000 farms in the 
United States. 

All the needs of the farm must be met 
t insure a continuance of present pros 
perity. 


—— OF PHILIPPINES. 
Anybody who wants to “give up” the 
Philippines will do well to keep away from 
Manila if he wishes to be treated with po- 
liteness. The Filipinos are no more in fa- 
vor of independence of the United States 
than southern colored men are in favor of 
a return to slavery. Aguinaldo retired to 
a ranch some years ago and nobody seems 
to know whether he is living or dead. The 
subject of independence is no longer dis- 
cussed in the islands. 

Prosperity is growing there. The foreign 
trade last year amounted to $100,000,000. 
During the past ten years the use of cotton 
manufactured goods—aeccording to Judge 
Elliott, who is Secretary of Commerce and 
Police in the Philippine Cabinet—has in- 
creased 800 per cent., the use of shoes 600

Elliott—the primitive roadways in the is!- 
ands were little better than paths. They 
were impassable for teams for the greater 
portion of the year. The result of all this 
was that only those farmers who lived on or 
near the numerous streams could get their 
crops to the market of Manila. The hill 
dwellers were absolutely cut off from the 
markets and as a result they paid almost 
no attention to crops. 

But under the condition of good road- 
ways these hill farmers have suddenly de- 
velaped into hightly-succeseful agricultur- 
ists.

They have developed 
a great desire for education. Their chil- 
dren are attending the public schools and 
showing a decided vagerness to learn.

RACE TO SAN FRANCISCO. 


Charles Soules in Cadillac 


Which Came in Second in 


Phoenix Race Will Make S ensational Dash the Length 


of the State Against Bob 
Crossed the Continent. 


Fowler, the Aviator Who 


‘ N automobile racing car and an average at least fifty miles an hour 


aeroplane will start 
morning from Los Angeles on a 
wild race to San Francisco. 

Robert Fowler, one of the two men 
who ever crossed the American con- 
tinent by airship, Will drive the 
aeroplane racer. 

Charles Soules will go against him 
n the Cadillac which he drove into 
second place in the Phoenix race. 

The start will be made Thursday 
morning at 7 o'clock. The fish 11 
be in San Francisco Friday night or 
Saturday morning. 

The route followed will be up the 
valley by way of Bakersfield and 
Fresno. Fowler will follow almost a 
straight line between the cities while 
Soules will be forced to keep to the 
roads. 

Fowler had planned to start this 
morning but the many details neces- 
sary to arrange for the race made it 
necessary to delay the start one day. 
The plane was tested yesterday and 
worked in perfect shape. 

CADILLAC I8 HERE. 

The Cadillac which Soules will 
drive arrived from Phoenix last night 
and will be un from the train 
this morning. It will be fitted out 
with carrying space in the 
rear and will also carry a large white 
covering as a guide to Foster. 

The daring air pilot has Ween study- 
ing the conditions and lay of the land 
and believes he will be able to make 
the run without the need of a pilot, 
but to prevent Fowler getting off his 
course the Cadillac will be so equipped 
it can be followed in a pinch and if 
Fowler cannot keep true to his course 
he can come within a thousand feet 
of the eart® and follow the wind- 
ing route of the motor car. 

CHECKING STATIONS. 

The final details of the race will 
be arranged today at a meeting of 
Fowler, Gage, Soules and Don Lee. 
It will be necessary to check the car 
and jaeroplane in at certain point, 
the same as was done in the Phoenix 
read race, as a fuel stop will be made 
at Bakersfield and a night control es- 
tablished at Fresno. 

Fowler was undecided last night

or insist upon a control at San Jose 
so the entrance into San Francisco 
can be made in the morning. Either 
way will be agreeable to the mo- 
tor car people as they will not be af- 
fected by the wind. 

This is the first time this trip has 
ever been attempted and as there are 
heavy winds around San Francisco 
Bay in the afternoon it would be un- 
safe to attempt fying late in the after- 
noon. “ 

LOOKOUT RBECORDS. 

It is almost a certainty that ali 
transportation records up the valley 
will be smashed. The fastest time 
ever made between Los Angeles and 
Bakersfield was that made by a Cadii- 
lac almost two years ago. William 
Bramiette drove up in four hours and 
twenty-six minutes. Fowler estimates 
the distance in a straight line aa 135 
miles. Soules will be ferced to travel 
at least 150. There is a possibility 
that the Cadillac will be given a 
slight handicap on account of the 
longer distance. This will be decided 
at the conference today. 

Soules will be checked in and out 
by @ representatives of Fowler, who 
Will ride in the Cadillac. Fowler will 
be checked by the timers appointed 
in the different cities.

These 
are the seven men who serve in the

In the game between California and 
Stanford there should be some fast 
work and superior offense displayed 
and the seven men who spread across 
the feld in opposite lines for each 
scram may furnish some of the sen- 
sations for the expected 25,000 spec- 
tators. 

Never before has Stanford put such 
a formidable combination of backs 
into a game.

There is no Giscounting the Call- 
fornia men behind the pack.

MORRIS IS BEST. 

Starting with the two opposing 
half-becks, a comparison might be in- 
teresting.

Suffragists—Progressive, 
Democratic and RKepublican—mani- 
fested their anxiety to become identi- 
fied with the ballot by casting their 
votes in hundreds today for university 
trustees. 

At the Progressive hea@quarters in 
the Hotel La Salle, it was estimated 
that more than 1000 women who have 
been associated in the campaign cast 
their vote early. This does not in- 
clude many women identified with 
other organizations. 

Mrs. Mary J. Wilmarth, one of the 
delegates to the Progressive Nationa! 
Convention, cast her vote in a dyeing 
establishment in the seventh precinc’ 
of the First Ward. 

“Tt was all as dignified as if I were 
visiting the shop on business,” said 
Mre. Wilmarth. “I was through in 
five minutes and jubilant over hav- 
ing been a part of the election at any 


rate.” 

Mrs. John F. Bass and Mrs. Kellogg 
Fairbank spent the entire morning in 
their motor cars carrying women to 
and from the polls and were to con- 
tinue until the polls close today. 5 

Mise Jane Addams arrived from 
Kangas this afternoon to vote. 

Mra. George W. Plummer, former 
head of the Illinois Equal Suffrage 
Association and latterly identified with 
the Women's Progressive party, was 
the first woman to vote in Oak Park, 
where she resides. Twenty-seven 
women followed her example in the 
one precinct of the suburb. 

Miss Virginia Pope and her mother, 
Mre. B. H. Pope, went hand-in-hand 
to the polls. Miss Caroline Kirkland 

her mother voted early, as did 
Mra. Tiffany Blake and Mrs. Emmons 
Blaine. 

Mrs. Charles Kayser of Wheaton, 
who was the only woman registered 
in that village, was among the voters. 

Members of the Wiilson-Marsha!! 
League were about early and before 
8 o'clock, Dr. Julia Homes Smith, 
her mother, Mrs. Margaret M. Holmes, 
and Dr. Smith's daughter, Mrs. Dyde 
W. Peters, had voted. Mrs. Enoch T. 
Thomas, a niece of Mr. Smith waa 
with them and the quartette declared 
they had voted a straight ticket.

SUFFRAGETTE LEADERS 
ARE MUCH GRATIFIED.

NEW YORK BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, Nov. 5.——-[Special Dispateh.} 
While many of the suffragette leaders 
usually to be seen at various head- 
quarters of the organizations in this 
city were still away from town re- 
turning from campaign tours these in 
town expressed themselves as ex- 
tremely gratified by the voting in all 
parts of the country. 

“The cause is making steady and 
certain Mre. Harriet 
Stanton Blatch tonight. “The voting 
today shows that women who have 
been given the ballot have not to be 
led to the polls. The voting in States to 
which suffrage amendments were 
presented showed eloquent gains.” 
Everybody seemed to be deeply in- 
terested in the polling of the women 
citizens of California, Colorado a 
Utah. The big poll of the Wrom * 
feminine vote was also commented 
upon as proof of women's desire for 
the suffrage—-the point of doubt up- 
on which most stress seems to be laid 
by the Antis of the Fast. Mrs 0. 
H. P. Belmont, Miss Caroline Lexow 
and other leaders expressed the opin- 
don that “this will be the last na- 
tional election which the western 
woman will. de free and the women of 
the East bonds of man-made 
insufferable bla very. According te 
the latest returns from Mtlwaukee, 
Wis., tonight, the suffrage issue was 
bitterly fought throughout Wisconsin 
and the Milwaukee effort to fuse 
against Socialism was a result of the 
successful fusion last spring. 

A rainy day did not dampen the 
ardor of enthusiasm of the women 
voters in Idaho. Many of them went 
to the polls with their husbands, 
brothers or fathers, while others came 
in groups of two and three and many 
came alone. Business women stopped 
to vote on their way to or 
lunch. 

In Michigan the vote on the suf- 
Frage amendment was so close that 
both sides were in doubt up to mid- 
night. The women claimed heavy 
majorities tn Detroit, Grand Rapids 
and other large towns but the rural 
districts were tn doubt.

PEACE TERMS. 


Britain to Let Balkans Have 
Their Own Way. 
Turkish Hospital. Hit by 
Shells of Invaders. 


Moslems in Panic at Ap- 
proach of Enemies. 


(BY CABLE AND A. F. TO THE TIMES.) 

LONDON, Nov. §.—The British at- 
titude in the Balkan situation was en- 
plained today in the House of Com- 
mons by Sir Edward Grey, the 
Foreign Secretary, who was loudly 
cheered when, in reply to a question, 
he said: 

“No one, In view of the result of 
the war up te date, will be disposed 
to dispute the rights of the Balkan 
states to formulate the terms on 
which they are prepared to conclude 
peace.” 

Asked whether Great Britain could 
not follew the precedent ef Roose- 
velt in the Russo-Japanese War, Sir 
Edward did not reply. 

Sir Edward denied that Great Brit- 
ain had sent a warning of any kind 
to Bulgaria. The movement of British 
ships and their intentions, he said, 
were precisely similar to those of the 


other powers, namely, to protect lives. 


The steps had been taken as a result 
of communtrations which had passed 
between the powers. 

WATER LINE CUT.

A REMARKABLE JAPANESE ACT. 
— 

Not Only Buried the Russian Dead 

About Mukden. But Erected Monu- 

ments and a Marble Temple. 

{The Advance:] A recent traveler 
through Manchuria gives us a picture 
and a description of the great ceme- 
tery which the Japanese have nearly 
completed and which sume time ago 
they consecrated to the Russian dead 
who fell in the battles about Mukden. 

In their precipitete retreat the ar- 
mies of the Czar left thousands upon 
thousands of their fallen comrades un- 
buried. After the signing of the 
treaty of peate the soldiers of the 
Mikado collected every iast bone and 
every bit of ragged uniform and every 
broken weapon which the Russians 
had left upon the field and buried 
them with soldierly honors. In the 
center of this vast plat they inclosed 
by a white marble fencing 4 reserve 
space for those who had evidently 
been officers. 

Over the graves of the common sol- 
diers iron crosses, in the Greek form, 
were erected and over the graves of 
commanders crosses of white marble. 
Then as a pivot to the converging lines 
they reared a terrace, and on the 
terrace they built a marble temple, 
ali at a cost of 60,000 yen. When the 
work was dy tor dedicatory rites, 
they Invited Russian ecclesiastics 
Pekin, Hardin and Viadgivostok, to- 
gether with such military commanders 
as were near, to assemble for religious 
service in the chapel, where, amid the 
assembled men of both races, the land 
was solemnly consecrated as a resting 
place for the Russian dead. 

We think we have not done badly 
when fifty years after the battle of 
Gettysburg we invite the surviving 
Confederates to meet us where they 
fought us, and with their northern 
fellow citizens give thanks today for 
a united country. But the “Japr”

ligious rites celebrated by priests of 
their own faith, and paid personal 
tribute to the courage and loyalty of 
the men they had vanquished.

Long Beach Man Slays Him- 
self to Keep Faith.

Keeper of Rooming-house Is 
Greatly Surprised. 


Councilman Will Resign Be- 
cause of Meeting Change. 


LONG BEACH, Nov. 5.—When 
John C. Driscoll this morning told his 
landlady that he would not want his 
room after today or tomorrow, she 
had no idea of the gruesome manner 
in which that promise would be ful- 
filled, until she went into his room 
this afternoon and found his dead 
body lying across the bed. A bottle of 
Strychnine half empty, found in Rs 
pocket, and a wine glass containing 
dregs of the drug, told a story of 
sulcide. 

Driscoll, who is 65 years of age, 
has been working in the city street 
department for several weeks and 
roomed with Mrs. Anna Dickey on 
Short street. He had been drinking 
heavily and because of this, Mrs. 
Dickey told him yesterday that he 
would have to leave. This morning 
she found him seated by the window 
of his room, and asking him when he 
would vacate, was told “this afternoon 
or tomorrow at the latest.“ 

He went downtown, but soon re- 
turned and was seen no more until his 
body was found. It was still warm, 
showing that death had come but a 
few moments before he was discov- 
ered. The Coroner was notified and 


the body was ordered toa local 
morgue. 
Not much is known of Priscoll 


here. Although a heavy drinker, he 
was neat personally and had plenty 
of money. A memorandum book in 
his pockets indicated that he had been 
in the employ of the Pacific Elec- 
trict, while on several pages of the 
book appeared the notation: Frag- 
ces S. Hallett, No. 1512 South Main, 
Los Angeles, Phone Main 24732.” 
OBJECTS TO CHANGE. 

Giving as his reason the fact that 
the City Council recently changed its 
meeting from Monday night to Tues- 
day morning, Melville 8. Rucker. 
Councilman from the Fifth Ward, will 
present his resignation tomorrow 
morning stipulating that it be effec- 
tive at once. 

Rucker says that inspections, com- 
plaints and other duties of a Coun- 
cilman take that much time from his 
private business and he cannot afford 
to lose another half day. Rucker has 
been u warm partisan in the fight 
relative to enlarging the industrial 
district of the city, being opposed to 
any extension of lines and criticism of 
his stand on this and other questions 
is beliewed to have entered into his 
retirement from public life. Rucker 
is the second Counciiman to resign 
this year, the other being William 
Schilling, who removed to the north- 
ern part of the State. The City Coun- 
cil is required, by the charter to at 
once call a special election for the 
choice of his successor.

Perfect weather today brought out 
the largest vote in the history of Long 
Beach Men and women appeared 
early at the polis to vote and by $ 
o'clock the average was fully twenty 
per cent., ahead of previous elections.

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BAKERSFIELD, Nov. 5. — Just 
how well u pays to summer-fallow 
wheat land on the dry mesas of the 
San Joaquin Valley is illustrated by 
the experience of farmers in the sec- 
tion northeast of Delano during the 
season just closed. Lew Crow and 
George Small, who are farming the 
Harrelson lands, this year got ten to 
eleven sacks per acre from land which 
lay fallow the season before and was 
plowed twice during the previous win- 
ter and spring, and about six sacks 
from land that was plowed once dur- 
ing the previous spring, and land in 
the same neighborhood which was 

both years yielded from a 
sack and a half down to so little 
that it was not harvested at all. 

The method followed with the fal- 
low land was to begin plowing it so 
soon as the other winter plowing and 
seeding was done, which was about 
January. The teams were kept going 
until the fallow land was too dry to 
plow, and then the second plowing 
was begun.

RIVERSIDE, Nov. 5.—What to do 
with a City Councilman who doesn't 
believe in one particular section of 
the traffic ordinance, and who today 
refused to comply with a rule re- 
cently adopted by the Mayor and 
Chief of Police with f¥spect to “cut- 
ting corners,” is a problem that those 
officials have not yet solved. 

Councilman Bradford Morse, City 
Marshal of a quarter of a century ago, 
and a member of the old Board of 
Trustees, was today requested to sign 
a card, a new rule adopted for first 
offenders in connection with a viola - 
tion of the section of the ordinance 
which says all vehicles must keep to 
the right of the center of intersec- 
tions when making a turn at such in- 
tersections. 

The Councilman refused to sign the 
card, and intimated that if the city 
cared to prosecute him he would 
fight the ordinance. In discussing 
this phase of the ordinance before the 
Council, Mr. Morse has contended that 
it was unreasonable and should be 
repealed or amended. 

SITUATION CLEARING UP. 


As a result of the resignation of 
the senior member of the firm of 
Houghton & Houghton of San Fran- 
cisco as counsel for the Riverside 
Water Company, in which capacity he 
has acted for nearly a quarter of a 
century, it is stated that a majority 
of the directors who ratified the re- 
cent agreement which led to the res- 
ignation will withdraw their support 
and vote in the negative.

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VAULTS TOO EXPENSIVE. 


Inspector of Declares 
Against Proposed Changes at the 
(City Hall. 

The Board of Public Works in- 
structed Chief Inspector of Buildings 
Backus several weeks ago to make an 
investigation of the proposed plan for 
the creation of vaults for the aity's 
public documents under the sidewalk 
space in front of the City Hall. He 
has just made his report and states 
that it is practically impossible to 
construct such vaults on account of 
the structural features of the bulld- 
ing. It would be necessary to under- 
pin certain parts, and the foundations 
ado not go deep enouch. 

This would make the cost prohibi- 
tive, as it would be fully double that 
of vault-bullding under ordinary cir- 
cumstances, requiring an outlay of 
probably $7000. 

In connection with this plan to pro- 
vide safe storage for public docu- 
ments, the Board of Public Works is 
trying to solve the problem of provid- 
ing more room in the building., and 
Inspector of Bulldings, Backus pro- 
poses that the north corridor on the 
first floor be closed and converted 
Into office room for the City Auditor.

{ Milwaukee, Wisconsin! The 

American or the European in order 
to get a good night's rest ordinarily 
requires a soft pillow under his 
head, but the Japanese stretches him- 
self on a rush mat on the floor, puts 
a hard, square block of wood under 
his head and does not sleep well if 
he does not have it. 
In China they make a great to 
do with reference to their beds. These 
are very low, scarcely rising from the 
floor, but are often carved exquisite- 
iy of wood. Like the Japanese, the 
Chinese never makes his. bed any 
softer than is possible’ by the use 
of rush mats. 

It is a curious fact with reference 
to the sleeping habits of the various 
peoples that while those in northern 
countries do not appear to be able 
to sleep well unless they have lots 
of room in which to stretch their 
legs, the inhabitants of the tropics 
often curl themselves up like mon- 
keys at the lower angle of a sus- 
pended hammock and sleeping sound- 
Gy that way. 

The robust American will cover 
himeelf with a pair of blankets and 
throw his window open to the air 
even in the dead of winter, and some- 
times he will not complain if there 
is a bit of snow on the window sill 
in the morning. But the Russian, on 
the contrary, likes no sleeping place 
so well as the top of the big soap- 
stone stove in his dwelling. Crawling 
out of this Dlistering bed in the 
morning. he delights in taking a 
plunge in a cold stream. even if he 
has to break through the ice to do so. 
In Lapland the native crawls, head 
and all, into a bag made of reindeer 
skin, and sleeps warm. and comfort 
able within it. The East Indian, at 
the other end of the world, also has 
a sleeping bag, but it is more porous 
than the Laplander's. Its purpose is 
to keep out the mosquitoes rathar 
than to keep its occupants warm. 

The American clings to his feather 
pillow, but he has long since discard- 
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
